Thirty-six colorful oil paintings 
and water colors contributed by 
the Society of Women Painters of 
the West make up the May ex¬ 
hibit of the Sierra Madre Little 
Gallery in the City Hall. Although 
none of the canvasses pretend to 
the artistic heights, as a group 
they give the spectator a com¬ 
prehensive view of what is being 
accomplished by California wom¬ 
en in the painting fields of por¬ 
traiture, landscape, still life and 
design. 

Hazel Boehme’s still life of a 
copper kettle and a Turkish water 
bowl pipe brings out subdued 
metallic color values nicely, thus 
infusing unaccustomed warmth 
into an inanimate subject mat¬ 
ter. “Sardine Boats," by Blanche 
Whelan, shows a fog canopied 
harbor ,and captures some of the 
lead gleam of the water, while 
Nona White's “Return of the 
Tide" inspires to a degree the 
same tang which somes with the 
smell of ocean air. 

"Oyster Bed," a picture by Bar¬ 
bara Larimer, possesses a re¬ 
freshing quality furnished by opal 
sky coloring and a perspective of 
distance. Other paintings include 
Olive Barker’s “Vigil of St. Fran¬ 
cis,’ 'a water color study in blue 
shades; “Kern Valley Sunrise," 
an almost abstract design by 
Carol Kromer, and Helen Kohl- 
meiers portrait of “Edward An¬ 
derson.’ ’ 

No reception is being held in 
connection with the exhibit, ac- I 
cording to Mrs. Fred Griebenow. 
The pictures were hung in the 
gallery the fore part of the week, 
and may be seen by the public 
any week day during this month. 


That real wealth does not con¬ 
sist of money, but of the ability 
to produce and consume, was the 
premise upon which Arthur Trib- 
by, Pasadena economist, presented 
his talk on “Social Credit" at 
the Forum meeting Tuesday night 
in the City Hall. 

"On such a basis," he saTd, "wo 
are the richest nation, but be¬ 
cause of lack of financing oi 
consumers, and over financing of 
producers we cannot use what wo 
have— and poverty, destitution, 
and bankruptsy have over¬ 
whelmed us." He said the powei 
to create and distribute money 
should be taken from the private 
banking system and restored to 
the government, where the Con¬ 
stitution placed it. 

Banks, he emphasized, should 
loan only what they actually 
have, and credit should be social¬ 
ly controlled through a National 
credit account. From this process 
National dividends would be re 
paid to each family, and such a 
system would replace any old 
age or unemployment insurance. 
While the amount is small, he 
stated, the total would be large, 
and thus purchasing power would 
be financed on a wide scale.

Eighteen-year-old Conrad Jason 
Thomas was killed late Tuesday 
afternoon, and Henry M. Lannan, 
Jr., painfully injured when theii 
car crashed into a parked truck 
on North Azusa avenue as the 
two young men were returning 
to Sierra Madre from a fishing 
trip in San Gabriel Canyon. 

Lannan was thought to be 
critically injured when he was 
first rushed to the Los Angeles 
General Hospital, but today his 
condition is greatly improved and 
he is expected home within two 
weeks. He suffers from a dislo¬ 
cated hip and various body 
bruises, but no bones were 
broken. 

Shortly before the accident ,oc- 
cured, Lannan became too sleepy 
to* drive and turned the wheel of 
his car over to Thomas, who ap¬ 
parently either became drowsy or 
was unable to cope with faulty 
steering apparatus. The truck 
into which they ran was parked 
on the w-est side of the wide road 
which comes down from the Sar 
Gabriel Canyon. Both youths 
were tired from lack of sleep al 
the time, it is thought, having 
successfully fished the San Gab¬ 
riel stream on the opening day 
of the trout season 

Conrad Jason Thomas, known 
to his Sierra Madre friends just 
as “Bus,’ 'was bom in San Di¬ 
ego, but he came here when but 
five years old. He w-ent through 
the local grammar school, and 
later attended the Pasadena 
Junior College. 

It was ironically odd that his 
life should be claimed because 
of a fishing trip, because fishing, 
hunting and similar outdoor 
mountain sports were his favorite 
recreation. He is survived by his 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. Ernest A 
Thomas, a sister, Julia Harding 
Thomas and brother Hubert Jus¬ 
tin Thomas. Dr. Thomas operates 
the Thomas Institute at 354 
Sycamore Place. 

An inquest was held as a mat¬ 
ter of form at Grant's Funeral 
Parlors yesterday afternoon, when 
a verdict of accidental death was 
rendered and the truck driver 
was absolved of all blame. Pri¬ 
vate funeral services will be con¬ 
ducted this afternoon at 2 o’clock 
in the Forest Lawn Chapel, Glen¬ 
dale. 

Lannan, when he is able to be 
moved, will be taken to the home 
of his mother, Mrs. H .M. Lan¬ 
nan on East Grand View avenue, 
known as the Lannan Estate.

V ISITORS to the California 
seed farms are always im¬ 
pressed with the view of 
the French Marigolds in the seed 
beds, with individual varieties of 
uniform height, and in colors of 
pure golden yellow, striped brown, 
margined yellow, pale yellow with 
maroon base, dark maroons, ma¬ 
hogany red, edged gold and other 
striking color patterns. 

Dwarf Frensh varieties grow to 
a height of about 1 foot and most 
of them are quite compact in 
their habit of growth. Some of 
the most striking varieties in¬ 
clude Golden Ball, Robert Beist, 
dark maroon; Diadem, mahogany 
red, edged gold; Fire Cross, a 
saffron orange with brown red 
center; Gold Star, yellow-striped 
maroon; Silver King, a pale yel¬ 
low with maroon at the base of 
petals, and there are many other 
striking combinations of colors. 

The tall French Double Mari¬ 
golds grow to a height of about 
two and a half feet and they 
may be had in a great variety of 
color combinations. 

In both varieties the flowers 
are placed well above the foliage, 
and the plants are very colorful. 
Besides their effectiveness in the 
garden, they are especially desir¬ 
able for flower arrangements in j 
bowls, and the taller varieties for j 
vases. The plants are quite hardy, ' 
may be planted in the very early ; 
spring and where the winters are I 
not severe, seeds may be sown 1 
throughout the fall and winter 
months. 

In a large or extensive garden, 
where driveways are enhanced by , 
a border of flowers, the Tagetes 
Signata Pumila is very effective. 
The flowers are orange colored 


produce in profusion and the 
blooming season is a long one 
This latter is a variety of the 
French Marigold. Seeds of all 
French Marigolds may be sown 
where the plants are to bloom, or 
they may be transplanted with¬ 
out difficulty.

Cultivate the surface after each 
irrigation to prevent crusting and 
to promote growth— and don't 
forget to fertilize frequently.

Daily sprinkling with a 
fine spray will discourage them.
